“ilott of the hotels and cottages were
of flimsy wooden construction and they
burned like tinder. They were mainly
deserted and no injuries or loss of life
have heen reported.

The fire started in the New Era house
at about one o'clock, The flames spread
po quickly from this hotel to the ad
jnin?lw cottages that aid was summon-
td from Newburyport and Amesbury,
The path of the flames spread as the
fire advanced, the wooden buildings be-
ing mowed down like paper. Sparks
jumped the railroad track and set fire
to propartﬁ on the other side. The
eause of the fire is mot knmown, The
New Era house, where it started, has
not beéen running for some time,
